FOR WESTERN OIL 


A new market for Western Can- 
adian crude oi] was brought into 
being in Toronto Tuesday when the 
lvalve was turned to officially open 
the $27 million Cities Service Tra- 
falger refinery. 

As this happened Cities Service 
signaled the flow of Western crude 
to its Ontario and Quebec markets 
via the 1,000-odd retail outlets plan- 
ned in its over-all $40 million ex- 
pansion program. The new refin- 
ery is the first built in Ontanio in 
the past five years, 


Capacity of the refinery § is 
20,000 barrels per day — all sup- 
plied over the 1,900-mile, 60-day- 
long route of the Inter-provincial 
pipeline. 

The new refinery, which spans 
a 400-acre site at Trafalgar, 30 


miles west of Toronto, js primarily 


a gasoline producer, with furnace

NEW THREAT ? ? ? 


Premier E. C. Manning said Wed- 
nesday he sees one facet of the pro- 
posed National Energy Board as a 
“threat” to further development of 


cubic feet and Alberta Southern 
Gas Company Limited has applied 
to export some 2.3 trillion cubic 
feet of natura] gas. 

Premier Manning said the ted- 
eral government's plan to hold the 
applications over for processing by 
the new board will mean a delay 
of “at least four or six months.” 

“The delay is costing the prov- 
ince thousands of dollars a day but 
there is an even greater cost in 
lost development.” 

He said there are ‘about 300 cap- 
ped natural gas wells in Alberta” 
and that as long as companies 
weren't able to sell the gas they al- 
ready had they wouldnt explore 
for more. 


Seaway shipping needs, truck and 
railway fuels, aviation fuel includ- 
ing special blends for new com- 
mercial jets and liquid petroleum 
gas for industrial and farm require- 
ments. 

In all, the refinery has storage 
capacity equivalent to 53 million 
gallons of petroleum products, It 
was completed and ‘on stream” 
four months ahead of schedule, af- 
ter 18 months of construction, by 
the 1,500 Canadian workers and 
300 firms involved in the building 
program,

Cost alone is not an indication 
Low-cost foods, 
chosen for nutritive value, will pay 
larger dividends in health than ex- 
pensive foods, chosen at random. 
A successful menu depends not 
only on wise planning but on care- 
ful buying. 
HOW MUCH TO SPEND 

What can you afford to spend 
for food each week? An estimate 
for weekly food costs per peltvon 
are: Low-cost budget - $5.25 to 
$6.50 per person per week; Moder- 
ate-cost budget $6.50 to $8.00 per 


person per week. Decide on the 
amount you will require for your 
family per week. This is your 


first step in “wise planning.” 
WHAT TO BUY 

The following percentages will 
give you a general idea of how 
much of your food money to spend 
for different foods: Milk and milk 
products, 15 to 20'.; Fruits and 
| vegetables 20 to 25',; Meat, Fish, 
Poultry, Eggs 25 to 30%; Breads, 
Cereals 10 to 15'-; Fats, Sweets 
15 to 20%; Miscellaneous 3 to 5‘. 

Let your food budget and these 
perecentages act as “guides” for 
wise planning and buying - not as 
figures to bog you down. 

PLAN AHEAD 

Before you go shopping you 
should have your weeks menu. By 
writing a weeks menu at a_ time 
you are better able to balance the 
family diets with nutritives. When 
you plan your menu ahead it is 
easier to make interesting cCasser- 
oles rather than just having “left- 
overs". As you write up the menu 
for a week there is a challenge to 
obtain variety and interest in your 
meals, whereas, meals with little 
forethought tend to be repetitious. 
Your menu needs to be flexible 
to accomodate conditions that 
may arise in your home and should 
be planned to suit “seasonable 
buys”. Go to a store with a def- 
inite market lst rather than im- 
pulsive buying from displays. 

MARKETING 

Did you know you can 
many things about food 
grocery store? 

1. Read ithe label - this can con- 
tains idea on storage, number of 
‘servings and ways of preparing the 
food, Compare the various brands, 
for cost, amount and quality. The 
| grade and quality must appear on 
the label. Select grades of pro- 
ducts to suit the purpose. For ex- 
ample, why pay a premium price 
for “fancy quality’ peaches when 
you only intend to bake them in a 
pie - instead use “standard qual- 
ity". 

2. Watch for new foods; usually 
introduced by special displays or 
introductory offers. There are 
many familiar foods now packaged 
in either the form of frozen, can- 
ned or dried. Have you actually 
done cost comparison to determine 
Which js the most economical buy? 

3. Select fresh fruits and veg- 
etables carefully. All vegetables 
should be firm, bright and fresh 
looking, not wilted and shrivelled. 
Most fruits should be firm and full. 

4. When buying beef - look for 
the wibbon-like brand indicating 
the grade of meat, (Red for Grade 
A or Choice, Blue for Grade B or 
Good), This marking is put on a 
side so that a least a section of 
the grade mark will appear on each 
individual cut, All inspected beef 
+n Canada of A and B grade qual- 
vty is branded. 

The purple Canada Approved 
stamp should not be mistaken for 
a grade mark; this round stamp 
| appears on all carcasses of meat

There are nine 4H agricultural 
clubs in the area, five have beef 
projects, four have dairy projects. 
These clubs are made up of rural 
youth total membership being 126. 
The clubs are led by a local club 
leader with general supervision 
coming from the District Agricul- 
turist’s office. 

Each member completes a pro- 
ject each year, those in the beef 
clubs secure a feeder calf in the 
fall, feeding, caring for and train- 
ing it for an achievement day the 
following year. At this achieve- 
ment day the members show their 
animals in competition with other 
4H members and then sell their 
finished animals by auction. In 
the case of the dairy clubs the 
calves are secured by the members 
at a younger age, fed, looked after, 
and trained for an achievement 
day the following year. Here again 
the members compete w'th other 
4H members for show laurels, how- 
ever they do not sell their calves 
but retain them to show again and 
ultimately build up a small herd. 
During the year members learn to 
conduct meetings, to judge and se- 
lect animals. proper management, 
feeding procedure and cost of same 
as well as many othor aspects con- 
cerned with their project work. 

This year the beef clubs will hold 
their achievement day in Carstairs 
on June 10th, the dairy clubs will 
have their achievement day in Car- 
stairs July 3rd, on both days 
the program commences at 10:00 
a.m.

A weight is tattached to a rope, 
not to break it, but to prove it. So 
pressure is applied to a boiler, not 
to burst it, but to certify its power 
of resistance. Temptations are in- 
tended to do more than to merely 
prove; they are meant to improve. 

The word “temptation” has two 
meanings in Scripture. The first, 
it means to test the faith. “God 
did tempt Abraham.” This means 
“God put his faith to trial.” In 
James 1, 2, we have a clear expla- 
nation of this “My brethren, count 
jt all joy when ye fall into diverse 
temptations, knowing this, that 
the trying of your faith worketh 
patience.” 

The other meaning of “tempta- 
tion” is leading into sin. Such 
temptations come from the devil, 
the world and our own flesh. These 
temptations never come from God. 
James tells us: “Let no man say 
when the is tempted, I am tempted 
of God: for God cannot be tempted 
with evil, neither tempeth He any 
man: but every man is tempted 
when he is drawn away of his own 
lust, and enticed.” 

These facts we want to remember 
when we pray in the Lord's Prayer: 
“Lead us not into temptation.” 
Therefore, when we pray these 
words, we are asking two things. 
First, Heavenly Father, do not let 
Satan tempt us to sin. If he does 
tempt us. give us power to resist. 
Second, Heavenly Father, give us 
strength to bear up under the trials 
of faith. Through trials may our 
faith grow stronger. 

All this is summed up beautifully 
in the following words: “God in- 
deed tempts no one; but we pray 
in this petitition that God would 
guard and keep us, so that the 
devil, the world, and our flesh may 
not deceive us, nor seduce us into 
misbelief, despair, and other great 
shame and vice; and though we be 
assailed by them, ‘that still we may 
finally overcome, and obtain the 
victory.”

STARTING NEW LAWNS: Very 
frequently I am asked what grass 


;'to use and ‘how to start new Jawns. 
| Actually this is not in my line to 


advise on this subject so I will 
quote what Mr. P. D. McAlla, sup- 
ervisor of horticulture has to say 
on the subject. 

There should be at least four 
inches of good top soil. Where 
more than one variety of grass is 
to be sown, make sure that the 
seed is well mixed, divided into two 
equal pants and broadcast - from 
north to south and east to west 
across the seed bed. A light raking 
in one direction followed by rolling 
the seed bed lightly will encourage 
rapid and uniform germination. 

A newly seeded lawn must be 
watered until moisture has pene- 
trated to at least two inches, but 
be careful not to wash out the seed. 

For a sunny location where water 
hs available three pounds of Creep- 
ing Red Fescue, with one pound 
Kentucky Blue, sown at four lbs, 
per 1000 square feet is a good mix- 
ture. If water is not available, five 
pounds of Crested Wheat grass with 
one pound Kentucky Blue, sown at 
six lbs. per 1000 square feet. In a 
shady place six lbs. of Creeping Red 
Fescue per 1000 square feet is rec- 
ommended whether water is avail- 
able or not. 

In extremely hot weather burlap 
laided over the newly seeded lawn 
will help germination but it must 
j}be removed as the seedlings em-

PREVENTION PROGRAM 


Do you know that farming is the 
third most dangerous occupation? 
Only mining and construction are 
more hazardous, ‘The story of farm 
accidents makes grim reading, Let’s 
look at a few figures, ‘There were 
2,724 hospitalized farm accidents in 
Saskatchewan in 1957, No less than 
336 of them were caused by farm 
machinery, moreover, 778 of them 
involved children under 15 years of 
age. ‘Tractor accidents alone caused 
17 fatal accidents in the same year, 
and fires in farm homes 22 fatali- 
ties, Add to these grim statistics, the 
broken homes, suffering, and the 
iguich caused by aecidents and 
you have a grim, sad story, And let 
it be clearly understood that Sask- 
itchewan's record is no better, or 
worse than that of Manitoba or 
\lberta, 

Industry has proved that) an 
educational program can materially 
reduce the accident rate, Such pro- 
“lulis Cost money, time and effort, 
but the returns in man hours saved 
and the reduction in human misery 
tar outweighs the investment. 

Until recently, farm safety has 
been treated as an “orphan ehild” 
in Canada, ‘The need ior an active 
farm salety program was brought 
into focus, however, at the first an- 
nial meeting of the Western Farm 
Safety Conneil held in’ Edmonton, 
carly in 195s, The second annual 
meeting of the Couneil, held) in 
Valley Centre, Saskatchewan, in 
January, 1950, was attended by rep. 
resentatives of Federal and Provin- 
cial Governments, universities, in- 
dustry farm organizations, and 
many other agencies, At this im- 
portant meeting, plins were laid for 
the development of a constructive 
harm Safety program for Western 
Canada, diveryone realizes that 
time, money and energy will be re- 
quired to carry ont a sound, effee- 
tive progran on Farm Safety, You 
will have a chanee to help.
